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TUDY to shew thyself APPROVED 
UNTO GOD, a workman that need- 
eth not to be ashamed, rightly dividing 
the word of truth,’ 2 Tim. 2:15. 
Again we are talking about the quali- 
fications of good leaders—the pastor, the 
leader of the Sunday school, the leader 
of the Y. P. E., the evangelist. All these 
are constantly in touch with the people. 
These qualifications are applicable to the 
state overseers, for they, too, are lead- 
ers; in fact, all ministers and active 
workers are leaders. In the last issue of 
the Evangel we discussed some qualities 
that a pastor and other leaders of people 
should have. The first was tact, then 
diplomacy, salesmanship, influence with 
fellowmen, self-control, and enthusiasm. 
When I think of all these qualities, I 
think of the writer of the book in which 
we find this wonderful text—Paul, the 
man who was qualified, giving instruc- 
tions to his son in the faith, Timothy. 
In this issue we hope to discuss with 
you other qualities of a good minister. 
The first one is decisiveness—the sharp 
tool of action—a characteristic which, 
I feel, is also very pronounced in the 
Apostle Paul. You remember when the 
Apostle Paul was seized by the mob at 
the temple (Acts 21:27), he was false- 
ly accused of polluting the temple and 
he was about to be torn to pieces when 
the Roman soldiers ran in and rescued 
him. The people were crying, “Away 
with him,” just as they had done with 
Jesus. Paul asked that he might speak, 
and the chief captain answered in sur- 
prise, ““Canst thou speak Greek?” Of 
course, after he had spoken in Greek and 
secured attention, he then changed and 
began speaking in the Hebrew tongue, 
giving a history of his life and conver- 
sion. But when the mob had heard the 
story and became enraged again, the 
chief captain commanded him to be 
brought into the castle and to be ex- 
amined by scourging, that he might 
know whereof they cried so against him. 
Notice how quickly the apostle made a 
decision! How adroitly he asked the cen- 
turion that stood by, “Is it lawful for 
you to scourge a man that is a Roman 
and uncondemned?” Later, when Paul 
was brought in before the council, he in- 
troduced the subject of the resurrec- 
tion, thus throwing his congregation in- 
to consternation and division. This act, of 
course, revealed his tact as well as his 
ability to decide what to do in the time 
of emergency. Notice further that he 
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planned his work in a noble manner and 
followed his plans carefully in every de- 
tail. His work proves that he had the 
great characteristic, as a leader, to decide 
matters. Do you make clean-cut deci- 
sions after considering facts? Are they 
followed through, or do you frequently 
change your plans? 

The English have a word which de- 
scribes the mental process of many peo- 
ple. It is muzzy, meaning the lack of de- 
cisiveness, physically slow and mentally 
dull. There are many degrees of muzzi- 
ness. The simplest degree of it is too 
much for a leader of men. George 
Horace Lorimer, editor of the Saturday 
Evening Post, once wrote: 

“The man who can make up his 
mind quickly makes up other peo- 
ple’s minds for them. Decision is a 
sharp knife and cuts clear and 
straight and lays bare the fat and 
the lean; indecision, a dull one, that 
hacks and tears and leaves ragged 
edges behind it.” 

Cultivating decision is not, however, a 
matter of acting on “snap” judgment. 
It is a matter of training the mind to 
focus on the problem or question at hand, 
to the exclusion of everything else un- 
til the facts in the case are laid out in 
an orderly picture, and then of promptly 
deciding on the basis of that picture and 
sticking to that decision. 

The late John Wanamaker said: 

“Cultivating decision consists in 
cultivating the habit of anticipating 
what you will do under given cir- 
cumstances, so as to qualify your- 
self to act decisively and powerful- 
ly at the right moment.” 

Another characteristic of a good min- 
ister, pastor, or other leader is that of 
initiative. Are you your own self-starter? 
Do you go ahead without being urged? 
Do you think for yourself? The minister 
or leader who must always be told what 
to do, always waits until the people al- 
most run the matters over him, will cer- 
tainly not make good as a minister. He 
may be all so wise and know many 
things; but remember that knowing, 
alone, what to do and how to do it will 
not accomplish anything. Action must 
drive ability always. 

The writer of our text was a man of 
action. Before his conversion to Christ, 
while he was persecuting the Christians, 
he secured the letters he needed, em- 
ployed his staff, and then went on his 
way to Damascus to arrest the Chris-

tians there. After receiving the sunstroke 
from Glory, he obeyed God, and God de- 
livered. Later when he saw the vision of 
the man in Macedonia calling, ‘Come 
over and help us,” he went immediately. 
All of his moves were made by the 
promptings of the Spirit within leading 
him. His first, second, and third mission- 
ary journeys he planned himself, because 
his heart was in his work, and he loved his 
converts like a mother loves her child. 
He was ready at any moment to rush to 
their rescue, to help them and encour- 
age them. It has been said that so thor- 
oughly did Napoleon realize the need of 
initiative that he once exclaimed impa- 
tiently, “It makes less difference what 
you do than that you do it!” The “do 
it” type of man is able to inspire those 
under him to do as he does. It takes ini- 
tiative to develop this quality in others. 

The pastor cannot hope for much suc- 
cess who, at the beginning of the As- 
sembly year, gets up before his congrega- 
tion and says, “They have put such heavy 
quotas on us, with our missions, and our 
aged ministers, and our orphanage, that 
I just don’t know what we'll do. I cer- 
tainly hope that we can somehow raise 
this money, but I just don’t see how we 
can. The people are poor, and besides we 
need the money here at our own local 
church.” Such a pastor is only defeating

“Samuel was one of the first 
circuit riders, or more accurate- 


ly, circle riders. 1. 

“This thing can be said of 2. 
some people in every community. 3 
Capable men and women go 4 
about deciding the affairs of 3. 
their neighbors, helping them, 6. 
straightening them. My 


“But there is another aspect of 
this matter of riding a hobby- 
horse. Little people who do that 
keep going in a circle and it is 
the same with grown people. They go round and round, get- 
ting nowhere. 

“Some people are forced by circumstances to go in a circle. 
Others circulate of their own choosing. Usually circle riding 
is voluntary. 

“Some churches do the same thing. They keep going around 
and around. The only change is a change of preachers at reg- 
ular intervals. As on a merry-go-round, those churches ride 
a dollar’s worth and get off right where they started.—H. I. 
Robinson.” 

It may be that such as is described in this short sermonette 
is true in many instances, but to see our picture is worth noth- 
ing to us unless there are corrective measures instituted so 
that our picture will not be the same in the future as in the 
past. God has set great things before us and they can be at-

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all civilizations and countries, and 

under all conditions of government, 
there has existed a distinct people, with 
laws, habits and customs distinctively 
their own. The history of the Jewish race 
reads like a story from the Arabian 
Knights, and is without parallel in human 
history. Though oppressed, downtrodden, 
carried captive to other lands, scattered 
among the nations, like the fabled 
Phoenix, they have risen from the ashes 
of their dispersions, and appear now and 
again upon the pages of history. 

They are remarkable in the first place 
for their “antiquity.” No nation can 
trace back its lineage by the clear light 
of reliable history so far as they. In com- 
parison with the Jews the nations which 
are making the history of the world to- 
day are young. 

The “Golden Age” of Israel’s glory was 
long before the palmy days of Greece 
and Rome. Long before Socrates and 
Plato taught philosophy, or Herodotus 
wrote history; in the dim ages of which 
Homer’s Iliad preserves traditions and 
memorials; before all other authentic and 
circumstantial records, the nation of Is- 
rael was an organized, civilized and well- 
established people. 

They had a literature before most na- 
tions had letters, a literature that today, 
in the Scriptures, is more widely diffused 
than the literature of any other people. 

Assyria has perished, Babylon is in 
heaps, Rome has tottered and fallen, 
Egypt has become a “base” kingdom, but 
the Jew has outlived all his conquerors 
and walks unscathed amid the general 
wreck. Dispersed for centuries among all 
nations, without a national center, capi- 
tal, government, flag, or rallying point, 
secular or religious, he has never been 
absorbed by the nations, nor lost his 
identity or national peculiarities and 
characteristics, and we have the unique 
spectacle of a nation withost a king, 
government, or land, retaining its na- 
tional existence, and a land that seems 
to be under a curse, awaiting the return 
of its legal owners. 

No nation has ever had such manifest 
and visible tokens of the Divine Pres- 
ence. For them the Red Sea was driven 
back and the Jordan parted. They were 
miraculously fed in the wilderness, and 
divinely sheltered and guided by the pil- 
lar of cloud and fire. At the blowing of 
rams’ horns the walls of a besieged city 
fell, and the sun and moon stayed in 
their courses that they might have time 
to slay their enemies. The angel of the 
Lord encamped about them, and one an- 
gel slew 185,000 of the army of Assyria 
for their deliverance. 

No nation has given to the world such 
a number of great men. Such a man of 
faith as Abraham; such a great leader 


ea upwards of 4,000 years, amid 
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and lawgiver as Moses; such statesmen 
as Joseph in Egypt and Daniel in Baby- 
lon; such a king as David, and wise man 
as Solomon. 

No nation has produced such seers as 
the Hebrew prophets, Isaiah, Jeremiah, 
Ezekiel and Daniel, and no such man as 
that man above all men, the MAN OF 
GALILEE. 

In the first century there is no name 
that shines more resplendent than that 
of the Apostle Paul. And in modern days 
the men who have been, and are making 
history, are Jews. 

The preservation of the Jewish people 
is the

When Frederick the Great asked the 
court preacher for an unanswerable proof, 
in one word, of the inspiration of the 
Bible, he replied—‘‘The Jew, your Maj- 
esty.” The emblem of the Jewish race is 
a

How are we to account for the won- 
derful preservation of the Jewish race? 
We can only account for it on the sup- 
position that God had, and still has, some 
great work for them to do. We believe 
that God raises up individuals for spe- 
cial ministries. Why not a nation? 

In the first place the Jewish race was 
raised up to reaffirm and teach that 
there is but one God. In the days of 
Abraham the nations of the earth were 
given over to universal idolatry, panthe- 
ism and polytheism. For 2,000 years (B. 
C. 1921 to A. D. 30) no other people 
but the Jews believed the “unity” of 
God, or taught it. The Jews have been 
the teachers of monotheism to the na- 
tions. No Gentile nation, untouched by 
Jewish influence, ever became mono- 
theistic. 

In the second place the Jewish race 
was raised up to be the writers, pre- 
servers, and transmitters of the Holy 
Scriptures. To them were committed the 
Oracles of God. Rom. 3:1, 2. 

Every page and book in the Bible were 
written by Jews. The Jews took special 
care to preserve the Scriptures and keep 
them from being tampered with, and if 
it had not been for them they would 
have been lost long ago. 

In the third place the Jewish race 
was raised up that God through them

might give the world a Savior. Who was 
Jesus? A Jew. How carefully His gene- 
alogy has been preserved in the Scrip- 
tures from Adam to His birth at Beth- 
lehem. 
When Jesus said, 
‘Salvation is of the Jews,” 

John 4:22, did He simply mean that 
from them should come the Savior of 
the world—Jesus? Or did He mean when 
He said, 


"Ye are the salt of the earth,” 


that the Jewish race was to be the means 
of preverting the moral putrefaction 
of the world, and that if they became ex- 
tinct as a nation, that God would de- 
stroy all mankind from off the earth, 
as He destroyed the antediluvians when 
Noah and his family were safely shut in 
the ark, or as He destroyed the “cities of 
the plain,” Sodom and Gomorrah, when 
Lot had escaped from them? 

A careful study of Peter’s speech, as 
quoted by James, at the first Church 
council (Acts 15:13-18), and the words 
of Paul in his letter to the Romans 
(Rom. 11:1-5, 11, 12, 15, 16, 17, 23- 
27) clearly show that Christ meant the 
latter. 

That is, the salvation of the nations, 
morally and physically, and the preser- 
vation of the human race on the earth 
depends on the

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Alabama Ministers in Session 

Ministerial conferences may come and 
go, but in the years to come, when we 
search our minds for pleasant memories 
of ministers’ meeting days, we shall sure- 
ly remember our ministers’ conference of 
1941, when Rev. H. L. Chesser, our con- 
genial moderator, was in charge. 

Well, for the benefit of you who were 
not privileged to be there, I shall con- 
vey the good news. Tuesday morning 
when I entered the Church of God in 
Pratt City, Ala., there I found already 
assembled one of the greatest intellectual 
bodies I have had the privilege of meet- 
ing. I quietly sat in the rear of the build- 
ing so as not to disturb, since the session 
had already begun, and, my good fellow 
man, had you been there you could have 
seen and heard a real ministerial confer- 
ence in action.

Dear Brother Walker: 


So far, I have been very busy trying 
to keep everything and everyone very 
calm about this situation. Some people 
seem to be of a very strong opinion that 
the churches will not be closed for a very 
long period of time, and that after five 
or six months, or sooner, as I can feel out 
the situation here, we might ask the 
president to allow our churches to be 
reopened. 

I have been in constant contact with 
the American Legation, who have sent 
their report to Washington, as had been 
requested by the Department of Interior. 


This past week, I made a complaint 
to the American Legation, that a justice 
of peace had ordered the name of our 
church and the Bible scriptures which 
had been printed on the outside of our 
mission at Petion-Ville, to be scratched 
out without asking my permission for 
this to be done whatever. I mentioned 
to the American consul that we are try- 
ing to cooperate in every way possible 
with the Haitian government and that 
we simply expect them to show ordinary 
courtesy to us as American owners of 
these properties. The consul is taking 
this matter up with the Department of 
Interior of the Haitian government. 


So far ten of our converts have been 
arrested, simply for praying and singing 
in their homes. Eight have been sent- 
enced to six months’ imprisonment and 
each an $80.00 (American money) fine. 
The other two are supposed to have been 
tried, but I have not yet learned the dis- 
position of the trial. In their case, a priest 
was passing by the home of one of our 
former native workers. The priest saw 
him reading his Bible just outside his 
home, and said, “What are you reading 
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that for? Don’t you know your churches 
are closed?” Brother Christophe replied, 
“Yes, our churches are all closed up, but 
my heart is still opened up toward heav- 
en. I am reading God’s Holy Word for 
comfort.” The priest returned with a sol- 
dier and ordered the arrest of Christophe. 
But the soldier would not arrest him, as 
there was no evidence of breaking the 
law. The priest told him to hide until he 
heard them singing the Pentecostal songs. 
That night, before retiring for bed, 
Brother Christophe and Brother Weiner 
were praying in the house and singing. 
The soldier knocked at the door and 
said they were under arrest. They were 
brought before the local justice of peace, 
who asked, “Who brought the com- 
plaint?” The soldier said the priest had 
made the complaint. The priest, upon 
questioning, said, ““No,” he had no com- 
plaint. However, the two brothers in the 
Lord were sent to Cayes to be tried in the 
Correctional Court this week. I am writ- 
ing for further news. 


Keep praying for us. I have another re- 
port in more detail that I am preparing 
and will send it as soon as possible. 


At the present Brother Favre is very 
sick with the grippe, but we expect he 
will be better soon. We have had a very 
heavy tropical storm recently. Most of 
its fury was spent out at sea, but should 
such another storm come sweeping over 
Haiti, there will be a terrible catastrophe. 

We know the brothers and sisters in 
the States are praying for us without 
ceasing. And, we know the Lord is able 
to deliver, and will deliver at the proper 
time.—Your servant in Christ, John

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The Jews 
(Continued from page 5) 
Preservation and continuance of the Jews 
as a 
RACE 

The present degenerate condition of 
the world is owing to the fact that the 
Jews have lost their savor, as the salt 
its saltness, and until the Jews recover 
their savor degeneration will continue to 
develop until the time comes that the 
smell of decomposition of the decaying 
nationalities of the earth shall call for 
divine interposition and the salt be re- 
savored by the conversion of the Jews, 
and the Jewish nation again take its 
place among the nations of the earth. 

Let us as briefly as possible trace the 
history of this people. 

1. THEIR PAST 

In the morning time of history, in 
B. C. 1936, 412 years after the flood, 
God called Abraham, a Shemite, from 
Ur of the Chaldees, to be the father of a 
new nation. 

“Now the Lord had said unto Abra- 
ham, Get thee out of thy country, and 
from thy kindred, and from thy father’s 
house, unto a land that I will show thee; 


and I will make of thee a great nation, . 


and I will bless thee, and make thy name 
great, and thou shalt be a blessing; and 
I will bless them that bless thee, and 
curse him that curseth thee, and in thee 
shall all families of the earth be blessed,” 
Gen. 12:1-3. 

Notice that this is not a conditional 
promise, and there is not a passage in the 
Bible anywhere that revokes it. 

Abraham was sixty years old when he 
was called, but tarried at Haran for fif- 
teen years until his father, who was an 
idolater died, when he started for the 
Land of Promise. God appeared to him 
ten times. These appearances were called 
“‘theophanies.” 

God’s promises to Abraham were pro- 
gressive. At Ur the promises were the 
“land,” and that his seed should ‘“‘be- 
come a great nation.” Gen. 12:1, 2. At 
Shechem the promise was the “ownership 
of the land to his descendants,” Gen. 12: 
7; at Bethel, all the land ‘thou seest,” 
Gen. 13:15, 16; at Mamre, that his seed 
should be for numbers as the “stars of 
the heavens,” and that the “land” should 
extend from the River of Egypt to the 
River Euphrates, Gen. 15:5, 18, and at 
Moriah the promise as to the number 
of his seed was repeated, Gen. 22:16, 17. 

These promises were unconditionally 
confirmed to his son, Isaac (Gen. 26:1- 
4), and to his grandson, Jacob, Gen. 28: 
10-15. 

When the descendants of Abraham had 
increased to about seventy, in fulfill- 
ment of a prophecy made by God to 
Abraham that his seed should be as 
strangers in another land, where they 
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would be afflicted for 400 years (Gen. 
15:13, 14); and to prevent contamina- 
tion by intermarriages, and to give them 
time to grow into a natian, God paved 
the way for their leaving Canaan, by 
sending Joseph down into Egypt to make 
provision for them when the famine He 
was going to send would fall on the land. 
There they were segregated in the land 
of Goshen. 

The next great event in their history 
was the Exodus. When the time for their 
deliverance from Egypt came, God 
weaned them by increasing the hardness 
of their lot, and when they cried to God 
He sent Moses to deliver them. Within 
a year after their escape from Egypt the 
Law was given, the Tabernacle built, a 
sacrificial system of worship inaugurated 
and the Jewish Commonwealth set up. 
But when at the end of the year they 
reached Kadesh-Barnea and refused to go 
up and take possession of the land, God 
punished them by compelling them to 
wander for forty years in the wilderness 
where they were miraculously clothed 
and fed, and were divinely guided by the 
pillar of cloud and fire. 

At the end of the forty years, under 
the leadership of Joshua, they crossed the 
Jordan and entered the Promised Land 
and took possession of it. 


Then began the third period of their 
history, the ‘Times of the Judges,” 
which lasted about 450 years. The gov- 
ernment was a theocracy, administered at 
first through leaders, and then by 
judges. The people, however, were not 
satisfied with being ruled by an in- 
visible King, they wanted a king like 
the other nations around them had, so 
they went to Samuel the prophet and 
asked him for a king. Samuel was dis- 
pleased and felt it was aimed at his ad- 
ministration, but when he took the mat- 
ter to God, God said— 

“Hearken unto the voice of the peo- 
ple . . . for they have not rejected thee, 
but they have rejected me.” 1 Sam. 8:7. 

Samuel then warned the people of what 
the king they would choose would do 
to them, but the warning did not avail 
and Saul was chosen. This was the begin- 
ning of the fourth period of their his- 
tory. 

Saul reigned for forty years and was 
succeeded by David, a man of God’s 
choice, who also reigned forty years, and 
was succeeded by his son Solomon, who 
in turn reigned forty years. During the 
reign of Solomon the first temple was 
built. His reign was most glorious, but its 
weak feature was that he married so many 
heathen wives, and permitted them to in- 
troduce at Jerusalem idolatrous worship. 
This was the beginning of the downfall of 
the Jewish nation. 

After the death of Solomon, B. C. 
975, the kingdom was divided, his son 


Rehoboam retaining possession of two 
tribes, Judah and Benjamin, and with 
them Jerusalem and the temple; and 
Jeroboam, a usurper, as ruler over the 
remaining ten tribes, set up his capital 
at Samaria. This division of the king- 
dom, known as Israel, rapidly declined, 
and in B. C. 721 the Ten Tribes were 
carried captive to Assyria. The Two 
Tribes, known as Judah, survived over 
100 years longer, but in B. C. 606 they 
were carried in captivity to Babylon, and 
Jerusalem was destroyed by Nebuchad- 
nezzar in B. C. 587. Thus ended a period 
of deadly tribal wars which was made il- 
lustrious by the ministry of a noble suc- 
cession of great prophets. 

With the captivity of Judah and the 
destruction of Jerusalem, began that 
long period which still continues, known 
in the Scriptures as THE TIMES OF 
THE GENTILES, and which is so fully 
outlined and described in the Book of 
Daniel. 

The fifth period of Jewish history be- 
gan in B. C. 536, when the seventy years 
of the captivity ended, as prophesied 
(Jer. 25:11); and some 40,000 of those 
of the captivity returned to Jerusalem 
to rebuild the city and the temple. The 
temple was not finished and dedicated 
until twenty years later, and the walls 
of the city were not rebuilt until seven- 


ty years more had passed by, B. C. 445. — 


But while the Jews were permitted to 
return to their own land, they never 
again secured supremacy. They remained 
subject to the different conquerors of 
their land, though for the most part 
governed by rulers of their own race, in 
fulfillment of the prophecy that the 
sceptre should not depart from Judah 
until Shiloh came. 

In B. C. 168 Antiochus Epiphanes, 
king of Syria, wrested Palestine from 
Egypt, twice took and sacked Jerusalem, 
desecrated and closed the temple, and 
cruelly persecuted the Jews, until they 
became so incensed as to rise in rebellion 
under the leadership of the Macabees. 
This rebellion lasted from B. C. 166 to 
B. C. 40. 

In B. C. 63 Judea became subject to 
Rome, and during the next sixty years 
the Roman Empire tightened its grip 
on the Holy Land. About this time, B. C. 
§, many of the students of prophecy, 
knowing that the time set for the com- 
ing of “Messiah the Prince” by Daniel 
the prophet (Dan. 9:25) was not far 
distant, frequented the temple waiting 
for the consolation of Israel. Luke 2:25, 
26. 

In December of that year Jesus was 
born at Bethlehem, was visited by the 
shepherds, acknowledged a few weeks 
later in the temple by Simeon and Anna, 
the wise men from the East did Him 
homage, He was taken to Egypt, and re- 
turned to Nazareth where He spent His 
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youth and young manhood, and at thirty 
years of age appeared at the Jordan, was 
baptized of John and entered upon His 
public ministry. 

But His claim of being the Messiah 
was rejected by His own people. They 
joined hands with the Gentiles in cruci- 
fying the Lord of Glory, and in A. D. 
70 the Roman armies came, Jerusalem 
and the temple were destroyed by Titus 
and the Jews were scattered among the 
nations of the earth. 


2. THEIR PRESENT 


With the crucifixion of Christ the sor- 
rows of the Jewish race began. Their 
cry—‘His blood be on us and on our 
children” (Matt. 27:25)—has been lit- 
erally fulfilled. 


In A. D. 50, 30,000 were killed in 
Jerusalem in a tumult with the Ro- 
mans, but their worst sufferings com- 
menced in A. D. 66 under Gessius 
Florus, the Roman governor of Judea. 
His oppressions led to a widespread re- 
volt. Nero sent Vespasian, accompanied 
by his son Titus, with an army of 60,- 
000. He was met in upper Galilee by 
Josephus, a famous general of the As- 
monean race, and a noted historian, who 
entrenched himself at Jotapata, but was 
finally overpowered, after a siege of 
forty-seven days, with a loss of over 40,- 
000 men. The subjugation of Galilee 
followed. Thousands perished in the war. 
Judea and Jerusalem were spared be- 
cause Vespasian was called back to Rome 
by the death of Nero. When Vespasian 
was made king he sent his son Titus to 
complete the subjugation of the Holy 
Land and capture Jerusalem. 

It was in April, A. D. 70, that the 
Roman army, numbering 100,000 men, 
marched against Jerusalem. The city was 
poorly prepared to stand a siege. Rival 
factions disputed among themselves for 
control. The city was surrounded by a 
triple wall, defended by ninety towers. 
The siege lasted four months. Great 
engines of elastic timbers, aided by the 
twisting of great cables hurled huge 
stones against the massive walls. Within 
the city famine reigned, wives snatched 
food from their husbands, children from 
their parents, mothers from babes, and 
some mothers, lost to all sense of mother- 
hood, killed, cooked and ate their own 
children. Many fled from the city to 
meet a worse fate, for being captured 
by Titus, they were crucified as a warn- 
ing outside the city walls. So horrible 
became the condition of the besieged 
that Titus called God to witness that he 
was not responsible. 

At last, on August 5, A. D. 70, the 
tower Antonia was taken, the Romans 
swarmed into the temple enclosure, and 
though Titus had commanded his sol- 
diers to spare the beautiful temple build- 
ing, for it was looked upon, even by 
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Rome, as one of the wonders of the world, 
yet a soldier threw a blazing torch 
through a doorway and in the conflagra- 
tion that followed the temple of Herod 
was destroyed, leaving nothing but the 
rock upon which it stood. 

Josephus says that over 1,000,000 
perished in the siege, while 97,000 sur- 
vived as captives, of whom the hand- 
somest young men were taken to Rome 
to grace the triumph of the conqueror, 
and thus was fulfilled the prophecy of 
Daniel, that “the ‘people’ of the prince 
that shall come (Antichrist) shall de- 
troy the city and the sanctuary.” Dan. 
9:26. 

While the destruction of Jerusalem by 
Titus scattered the Jews far and wide, 
the end was not yet. Sixty-five years 
later, A. D. 135, the Jews had suffici- 
ently recovered from that crushing 
blow to rise afresh in revolt against the 
Roman power. Hadrian then completed 
the work of dispersion. In a war lasting 
three and a half years he devastated Pal- 
estine, destroyed 580,000 persons, ran 
a ploughshare over Zion, thus fulfilling 
the prophecy of Micah 3:12 uttered 885 
years before and forbade the Jews, on 
pain of death, even to approach Aelia 
Capitolina, the new Roman city which 
he erected on the site of Jerusalem. The 
Jews since that time have been few in 
Palestine. 

In A. D. 362 the Emperor Julian the 
Apostate made an attempt to rebuild the 
walls of Jerusalem, thus to falsify the 
prediction of the Lord, but his workmen 


were driven off by fire that burst from 
the ruins. 

The interval from Hadrian, A. D. 
140, to Constantine saw the Jewish peo- 
ple in a measure prosperous and flourish- 
ing in the lands of their exile through- 
out the Roman world. They even took 
part in pagan persecutions of the early 
Church. But the conversion of Constan- 
tine to Christianity in A. D. 312, 
changed all this. The Jews then became 
a condemned and persecuted sect. They 
lost the imperial favor and privileges 
they had enjoyed, and were excluded 
from one sphere after another, though 
they were still free to observe their own 
religion and retained their rights as citi- 
zens.

himself and making it impossible for him 
in the future to continue his ministry 
with success. On the other hand the pas- 
tor can expect success who comes be- 
fore his people with the glory of God 
shining in his face and with victory in 
his soul, and announces, “We'll just 
raise our aged ministers’ quota today— 
10 cents per member—and then that 
will be off!” Then he adds, “Next Sun- 
day we will all bring our mission offer- 
ing, and we will have an amount equal 
to at least $1 for each member, and we 
will just pay that off. Why worry about 
it all the year?” Thus, with his carefully 
planned outline he steps forward and 
takes action. The people immediately fol- 
low. They love to see a man take inter- 

est in his work. 


Of all the qualities of good leadership, 
developing initiative is supposed to be 
the most difficult.

It may squeak and groan 
a little when it starts, but in a short time 
it settles down and begins to sing in its 
work, In this respect, belts are like men, 
like preachers, good ministers—unless 
good ministers start without even the 
squeaks and the groans. 


I was greatly impressed with a report 
of one of our ministers from the rural 
district—a real country preacher! (God 
bless our country people. I love them. I 
suppose one reason is that I’m “just a 
country boy come to town” myself.) 
When this good country preacher went 
to the little church, no one there be- 
lieved they could raise the quotas. They 
told him that there was no use trying. 
It had never been done and they just 
knew it couldn’t be done. This faithful, 
persistent minister, however, had prayed 
that God would help him and, being a 
real Church of God preacher, he started 
without any squeaks. He came to the 
home of one of the members and asked 
for a donation on missions. He replied 
that he had no money, but the wide- 
awake preacher said, “Will you give me 
a hen?” “Sure, gladly,” was the answer; 
and I believe he gave the minister two or 
three. The persistent preacher went on 
his way to the next neighbor and had 
similar success. On his return home the 
hens were squawking and when he went 
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on to town and sold them, the hens con- 
tinued to squawk; but the persistent 
preacher praised the Lord, and the glory 
of God filled his soul for he had fin- 
ished raising his mission money. 

Remember, if the good country 
preacher does not have so many squeaks 
and squawks at the beginning of his ef- 
forts, he will, before he will be defeated, 
have plenty of squawks—and not be em- 
barrassed!
